Dear Gentlemen: 

This letter responds to your November 6, 2018, Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) 
request seeking records relating to rules for the use of force or rules of engagement for 
the Southwest US border support mission, formerly known as Operation Faithful Patriot, 
from October 12, 2018 to the present. 

A thorough search of this office’s records found responsive documents originating 
from US Army North. These documents, however, were not created, controlled, or 
modified by this office, and this office is not the records custodian for the documents. 
This office is not in the best position to review the documents or approve their release 
under FOIA. 

Per 32 CFR Part 286.7(d), DoD FOIA Program, this office has coordinated with and 
forwarded the responsive documents to the US Army North FOIA Office for review and 
inclusion in the US Army North response to this request, as that DoD component is best 
able to determine whether to disclose the record.
